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Belleville DDA chairperson Rosemary Loria dead at 70

She and her husband Rosemary Loria 
of 50 years, Belleville Mayor Pro-Tem Jack 
P. Loria, were both named Distinguished 
Graduates of Belleville High School in 
2018, and they both were devoted to giving 


service to the community of Belleville. 

The family has asked for memorial 
contributions to be used towards the 
beautification of the town she loved so 
much. 

Loria was instrumental in putting together 
the BooVille idea to fill the city with 
activities during the month of October. 
Last summer, she and others sat across 
Main Street from Scott Jones’ property and 
watched heavy machinery tear down the 
dilapidated buildings on the site that had 
marred the entry to the City of Belleville 
for so long. She reported that she clapped 
when the ugly buildings fell. 

She also was instrumental in bringing the 
outdoor sculptures to Belleville. 


Loria and the DDA most recently were 
working together to redesign Fourth Street 
to make sure the entry to the new Belleville 
Area District Library was the best it could 
be, with trees and green space and places 
to sit. 

When she was too weak to come to city 
hall, DDA Coordinator Carol Thompson 
and City Manager Diana Kollmeyer visited 
Loria at her home to discuss DDA business 
and to keep her in the loop where she 
wanted to be. 

Loria also had served on the city council. 

Although she could be very tough in 
defending a decision, she had a very warm 
heart. As chairperson of the DDA, she 
often baked treats and brought them in for 


special occasions to share with the DDA 
members and the public. 

Last summer on a very hot day -- although 
she was a bit frail from her ongoing battle 
with cancer -- she attended the Masonic 
Lodge’s dedication of the cornerstone for 
the new district library. She was an avid 
reader and loved the library. 

Crowds of people came to visitations for 
her on Sunday and Monday at the David 
C. Brown Funeral Home. On Tuesday 
a funeral mass was held at St. Anthony 
Catholic Church. Cremation has been 
accorded.

Belleville High School varsity football 
trailed 15-0 midway through the second 
quarter before scoring 27 straight points 
to pull out a 27-22 victory over West 
Bloomfield at BHS last Saturday to win the 
Division | Regional title. 

The victory improved the Tiger’s record 


to 12-0 and the win was the second straight 
over the Lakers as the two same teams 
faced off last year with the same stakes on 
the line. 

Belleville travels to Howell this Saturday 
to take on Brighton (10-2) at 1 p.m. The 
winner will advance to the state finals at 
Ford Field over Thanksgiving weekend. 

Trailing 15-0 in the second quarter, Tiger 


quarterback Christian Dhue-Reid and his 
offense were ignited once they got their 
first first-down of the game out of the way 
with a handoff to running back Ty Trayon 
Lewis, who broke away from a bottled up 
Laker defense and rushed for a 50-yard TD 
with less than four minutes remaining in 
the first half. 

From there Belleville scored touchdowns 


on their next three possessions before 
holding off a final effort by the Lakers, 
who scored a touchdown to get within five, 
27-22 at the two-minute warning. 

The Lakers proceeded to recover the 
onside kick before turning the ball over 
to the Tigers on downs at the Belleville 
31-yardline. 


Belleville City Council levies 2-mill assessment for public safety

On Monday, with a bare quorum present, 
the Belleville City Council voted to levy a 
2-mill property tax assessment for one year 
for public safety. 

The assessment will be on the winter tax 
roll being sent to taxpayers in December 
and due on Valentine’s Day, Feb. 14. 

Voting yes were Councilmen Jesse 
Marcotte and Tom Fielder and Mayor 
Kerreen Conley. Absent from the meeting 
were Mayor Pro Tem Jack Loria, whose 
wife had just died, and Councilman Tom 
Smith. This would have been their last 
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meetings as council members. 

The council referred to the Nov. 5 
election where city voters approved the 
proposal of 2 mills for 10 years, 348-262, 
in an advisory vote. The assessment is 
expected to bring in $90,000 the first year 
it is levied. 

City attorney Steve Hitchcock said the 
council has to annually pass a resolution to 
levy the millage. 

Councilman Fielder said the voters 
approved the assessment. He said the 
council did not need the approval, but 
wanted to get the feel of the community 
before making its decision. 
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Attorney Hitchcock said every year 
the council will have to decide on an 
assessment of zero to two mills for 10 
years. 

Fielder made the motion, seconded by 
Marcotte and passed by the three council 
members present. 

John Juriga said from the audience that 
he thought the council wanted to wait until 
a full council was present to vote on the 
assessment. 

“We can’t wait,’ said Mayor Conley, 
noting this is the last meeting they could 
approve this to get it on this winter’s tax 
bill. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said the 
capital equipment plan for public safety is 
separate from other departments. She said 
the financial consultant from Plante Moran 
will bring a budget amendment back to the 
council for this. 

“We anticipate a multi-year program,” 


said Fielder, adding he would like to see 
the program continue for 10 years. He said 
they would like to see the details for the 
police and fire vehicles. 

City Manager Kollmeyer said they would 
have to accumulate funds for a fire engine. 

Marcotte said he would like to revisit the 
list of items announced that this assessment

VBT Board decides 
not to put speaker’s 
back to audience 


One of the proposals in a change order for 
upgrades to the Van Buren Township board 
room was to pull the podium from the side 
of the room and put it in the middle of the 
room facing the board — with the speaker’s 
back to the audience. 

That would entail saw-cutting the concrete 
floor to run new lines so the podium could 
have high-tech equipment. It would cost 
about $4,200 to move the podium and 
board members thought that was ridiculous 
and, after much discussion, it was pulled 
from the project. 

At Monday’s workshop session, the board 
discussed several proposals for change 
orders for the board room and just couldn’t 
get behind moving the podium for $4,200. 

Matt Best, Director of Public Services, 
explained that leaving the podium at the side 
of the room makes it too tight, especially 
with the electronic equipment that allows 
you to place images of paperwork on the 
big screens, hanging on the wall next to 
the speaker — especially when the screen is 
pulled out at an angle, which it has been for 
the last few meetings. 

“I got sticker shock,” said Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara, referring to the cost. 

Sumpter Township recently moved its 
podium from the middle of the room to the 
side of the room so the audience wouldn’t 
have to stare at the speaker’s back any 
longer. We thank the VBT board for 
keeping the podium where it is.

five minutes before it closed and only heard 
that, apparently, planning commissioner 
Matt Wagner may be a candidate, with City 
Manager Diana Kollmeyer saying they need 
to wait “until he decides what he wants to 
do.”

will cover. 

In other business at Monday’s 40-minute 
meeting, the council: 

e Held a public hearing on an ordinance 
amendment regulating penalities of 
juveniles who violate a city ordinance and 
then approved the ordinance change. City 
attorney Hitchcock said this is so those 16 
and under will be prosecuted for ordinance 
violations, such as noise and loitering, as a

so they don’t get a criminal record. The 
violation would be prosecuted as a city 
ordinance violation, rather than under state 
statute. This was requested by the 34" 
District Court. “It gives juvenile offenders 
a second chance,” explained Ken Voigt, 
a retired police officer who was recently 
elected to city council; 

e Set a Dec. 2 public hearing to consider 
an ordinance opting out of businesses in 
the city having to do with Recreational 
Marijuana. Hitchcock said the city opted 
out of medical marijuana and then the law 
passed for recreational marijuana. He said 
a community can opt out of having these 
businesses in their community. He said 
this doesn’t affect adults using marijuana. 
He said when a community opts out this 
must be filed with the state of Michigan so 
it can keep track of who opted out when it 
gets applications for licenses.

four sealed bids for refuse collection, which 
were then turned over to the administration 
for study and a recommendation. Bids came 
from Waste Management, Priority Waste 
of Clinton Township, Republic Waste, and 
GFL (Green for Life) Environmental. No 
numbers were read publicly; 

e Approved Clerk Scharf’s recommendation 
to accept the low bid of NeoPost for the 
city’s new postage meter. She said this 
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vendor is the city’s present provider of the 
postage meter. The five-year lease is billed 
quarterly at $153.70 a month, a total of 
$9,222. Cost is $8 a month more than what 
the city is now paying. Other bidders were 
UTEC and Pitney Bowes. When asked if 
the city had a bulk mail permit, Scharf said 
they don’t mail enough to qualify for bulk 
mailing.

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House passes Rosie the Riveter 
Congressional Gold Medal Act 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — On Nov. 13, 
the House of Representatives passed 
legislation, supported by Congresswoman 
Debbie Dingell, D-MI, to award the 
Congressional Gold Medal to “Rosie the 
Riveter,” the iconic women who went to 
work during World War II and redefined 
the role of women in the workplace. 

“Rosie the Riveter is an important symbol 
for me and her picture hangs in all three 
of my offices,” said Dingell. “More than 6 
million Rosies went to work to support the 
war effort during World War II, including 
more than 40,000 employed at Willow Run 
in Ypsilanti. 

“With grace and gusto, these women 
entered the workforce and redefined the 
role of the American woman. Awarding 
Rosie the Riveter the Congressional 
Gold Medal recognizes their important 
contributions. We need to preserve our 
history and remember that we all have 
the power to do something more for our 
community and our country,” she said. 

Rosie the Riveter was a real woman, 
Rose Will Monroe, who worked at the 


Willow Run Aircraft Factory in Ypsilanti 
building B-24 bombers for the U.S. Air 
Force. Another Michigan factory worker, 
Geraldine Hoff Doyle, was depicted in 
the now-famous poster. In 2017, Dingell 
and area women reclaimed the Guinness 
World Record for the “Largest Gathering 
of People Dressed as Rosie the Riveter,” 
including several original Rosies who 
worked at the plant. 

At the peak of its production during World 
War II, the Willow Run Plant employed 
42,000 workers, as much as one-third of 
whom were pioneering women industrial 
workers, collectively nicknamed “Rosie 
the Riveter.” 

Willow Run produced more aircraft every 
month on its mile-long assembly line than 
Imperial Japan did in a year, earning it, and 
the area surrounding Southeast Michigan, 
worldwide fame as the center of America’s 
“Arsenal of Democracy.” The nationwide 
American “Production Miracle,” of which 
Willow Run was the finest and most 
ambitious example, was a critical factor in 
ending the deadliest conflict in history.

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Sumpter board eliminates medical benefits, reimbursement

After a long, confusing discussion 
at its regular meeting on Nov. 12, the 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
voted unanimously to eliminate the 
eligibility for medical benefits and medical 
reimbursement for the township supervisor, 
clerk, treasurer and trustees. 

The vote was 6-0 with Trustee Don 
Swinson absent. The change takes place 
Dec. 1. 

The board base compensation schedule 
was not changed, with Supervisor John 
Morgan earning $22,418.70, Clerk Esther 
Hurst and Treasurer Ken Bednark earning 
$18,830.68, and trustees earning $8,322 
each. This is according to a chart given 
out to members of the audience before the 
meeting. 

Trustee Matthew Oddy had put a proposal 
on the agenda to eliminate medical benefits 
and medical reimbursements for the elected 
officials, but he included raises for board 
members. He said his total package would 
save $10,104.57. 

Members of the audience noted Trustee 
Oddy’s proposal was a 225% raise in 
base pay for trustees, who would go up to 
$18,650 each. 

Oddy proposed the clerk and treasurer 
go up to $28,000 and the supervisor up to 
$32,000. 

Oddy said the current compensation goes 
back 20 years to 2000. “I’m excited,” he 
said, noting many conversations have 
taken place about taking medical coverage 
out and raising the pay of the board. 

Treasurer Ken Bednark said he provided 
the information to the audience, plus the 


background, which includes a 1% increase 
to match the unions. 

“T would like to remove the fuzzy math,” 
Treasurer Bednark said. “It’s ill-founded 
and has not been discussed with the board.” 

Bednark said Oddy has been on the board 
for five to six years and when Bednark 
brings the issue to the forefront at the last 
meeting, Oddy suddenly comes forward 
with a plan. 

Bednark said he asked to talk about the 
issue before the budget time so they can be 
a fiscally competent board. 

Bednark said Oddy’s proposal doubles 
the base of the trustees, with raises for 
clerk, treasurer, and supervisor. 

“Board members are getting $400 a 
meeting now,” Bednark said, adding, “Most 
shocking is the medical reimbursements. 
It’s a windfall.” 

Bednark went over the medical 


reimbursements and noted Oddy’s 
reimbursement was almost double his base 
pay. 


“Now he wants a lump sum with a 225% 
increase,” Bednark said. 

“Here we are, a rinky dink Sumpter 
Township” giving these raises to the 
elected officials. He said the financial 
director spoke of decreased revenue and 
increased costs. 

“We need to be fiscally responsible,” 
Bednark said. “We need to spend less and 
get more. 225% -- all within the guise of 
getting rid of medical reimbursements.” 

Bednark said he did research with the 
Michigan Township Association, looking 
at rural townships, and some get $40 a 
meeting. 

“Some places barely pay anything,” he 
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said. “This township has tried to run itself 
like Canton Township and Van Buren 
Township.” 

Bednark said some of his critics have said 
that he’s angry and curled up there ready 
to strike. 

“I’m going to make a motion to remove 
this from the agenda,” he said of Oddy’s 
proposal. 

“T’m tired of kicking things down the 
road,” said Trustee Tim Rush. “I’m voting 
in favor of this.” 

“That would make good sense,” Bednark 
replied. “Why don’t we eliminate medical 
reimbursement entirely?” 

“TIl make that proposal tonight,” 
Oddy, laughing after his statement. 

“Eliminate medical reimbursement!” 
Bednark agreed. 

Supervisor Morgan suggested they reach 
a compromise and have a meeting to 
discuss the issue, discuss the proposals. 

Trustee LaPorte said the hardest thing for 
him is to sit up there at the board table and 
say what he is worth. He said the supervisor, 
clerk, and treasurer have monies that pay 
for people to help them do their jobs, but 
the trustees work all on their own. 

He said to Bednark that he has good 
merits and Oddy has good merits and a 
committee wouldn’t be a bad idea at all, 
but that would be a rowdy meeting. 

Bednark’s proposal to get rid of township 
paid cellphones for elected officials hit a 
nerve with LaPorte, since he is the only 
one who has such a phone. 

LaPorte, the board liaison to the fire 
department and a fire fighter, said the 
township has to have a line foremergencies. 
He said the police have one. 

Former Treasurer Peggy Morgan said 
this township provides life and medical 
insurance and the board should get it. 
Reimbursement is a whole different 
thing and she was not in favor of the 
reimbursement. 

She said Supervisor Elmer Parraghi 
needed medical insurance and the board 
wouldn’t give it to him. 

Township attorney Rob Young said all 
employees have to have provision for 
insurance and you can’t choose by need. 

“If you didn’t take the buyout, it would 


said 


take 100% to provide the insurance,” 
Young said, adding for example, if they 
can buy out LaPorte for 50%, it’s a savings 
to the township. “It saves the township the 
money.” 

Peggy Morgan said at Ford Motor Co., 
if you want insurance, you sign on, or you 
pass. 

“The only way you pass is if you get 
compensation,” Young said. 

The Independent asked if this proposed 
change in elected officials’ pay was for the 
next board, elected in 2020, because you 
can’t change your own pay while in office. 

Young said the medical reimbursement 
can be changed, but not the base pay which 
was on the ballot. 

Most of the discussion was in the work/ 
study session. 

When it got to that agenda item during 
the regular meeting, Trustee Oddy made 
a motion to approve the item he put on 
the agenda, with Clerk Hurst supporting. 
Trustee Rush made a motion to amend 
the motion to take off new pay rates for 
officials. 

Attorney Young suggested everyone 
withdraw their motions and start over. Rush 
made a motion to eliminate reimbursement 
of medical insurance and use the 2019- 
20 existing base pay for elected township 
officials. 

“And, eliminate eligibility for medical 
coverage,” Oddy added in supporting the 
motion. This passed 6-0, with one absent. 

In other business at the Nov. 12 meeting, 
the board: 

e Removed from the agenda the request by 
Clerk Esther Hurst for a full-time shared- 
services position based in the clerk’s office; 

e Approved the Brown Dog Millwork 
Package for the library media center for 
$27 375, paid out of library funds; 

e Approved the reappointment of Matt 
Oddy to the Planning Commission and 
Zoning Board of Appeals, with a term to 
expire Nov. 20, 2022. He presently is board 
liaison to these groups; 

e Approved a management agreement with 
the Nature Conservancy through Dec. 31, 
2025. The conservancy recently received

Van Buren BZA OKs reduced 
rear Setback for medical reasons

The Van Buren Township Board of Zoning 
Appeals, at its Nov. 12. regular meeting, 
unanimously approved a reduction of 
the township’s required rear setback so 
the homeowner can build a bedroom and 
bathroom on the first floor of his home 
to accommodate a resident who has an 
aggressive form of Parkinson’s disease. 

Sukhreet Sandhu said they live at 9060 
W. Walden Wood Dr. in a four-bedroom 
house with no bedrooms or full bathroom 
on the first floor. 

“My father was diagnosed two years 
ago with Progressive Supranuclear Palsy, 
which is an aggressive form of Parkinson’s 
disease,” Sandhu wrote in the request to 
the BZA. 

“In the past two years he has gone from 
walking miles daily as a United States 
Postal Office Mail Carrier to walking with 
assistant [sic] of a walker to his current 
state of being wheelchair bound and unable 
to walk up steps,” Sandhu explained. 

“During the same time he has also 
sustained numerous falls and experienced 
fractures in numerous ribs and hand. Due 
to my father’s deteriorating health, we 
would like to convert one of the first-floor

rooms into an ADA compliant bedroom 
and full bathroom,” Sandhu said. 

The plan is to build an addition to the 
current house of about 17’x14’. The 
request to the BZA was for a variance of 
12.24’ in the required 35’ rear-yard setback 
to 22.76’ 

The request for the variance was signed 
by Satinder Kaur, property owner. 

In the request packet, the BZA received 
a letter from Ranjit Sandhu’s doctor, Peter 
Lewitt, M.D., at Henry Ford Hospital 
explaining the disease in his 69-year-old 
patient, stating, “It is in my professional 
opinion as his Neurologist that he is in great 
need of a bedroom on his first floor with 
shower for health, safety, and security.” 

The family also presented a letter from 
neighbors Ryan and Carolyn Owens, who 
also supported the project.

in the meeting and program rooms. 

LCD monitors will be installed in the 
story-time room, the teen room, on the 
wall behind the check-out desk, and at the 
branch. 

“Now that we are this far into the project, 
O’Neal Construction has indicated a 
willingness on their part to release some 
of the contingency money for the AV 
systems,” Suchy said. “I anticipate these 
systems being well used by the library and 
by community groups.” 

In other business at the one hour and 
34-minute meeting, the board:

formalize the accounting work Sharon 
Duckworth, C.P.A., has been doing for 
the capital budget, as well as the general 
operating budget.

for employees and also approved salary 
range recommendations, as presented by 
the Personnel committee and prepared by 
Suchy and staff; 

e Discussed the Facilities Use Policy 
prepared by the Policy committee and 
presented by Mary Jane Dawson. The 
policy needs to be ready for the new 
building and it will be voted on at the Dec. 
10 meeting; 

e Was informed all board members are 
expected to fill out the forms to evaluate 
Library Manager Suchy and turn them in 
by Nov. 27 so the results can be discussed 
at the Dec. 10 meeting. “One of the key 
responsibilities of any board is overseeing 
the executive,” said board president Sharon 
Peters; and 

e Heard Peters again thank the community 
for supporting the library. The library had 
a goal of $400,000 to supplement the 
building budget which grew higher than 
planned and with the help of legacy donors 
they met their goal and more is coming in 
pledges. Donations to be recognized as 
charter donations will be accepted until the 
end of the year. Peters said this support is 
a reflection of how the community feels 
about the library and that’s because of the 
quality of its services.

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Sumpter tables Zino’s 
Class C Liquor License 
for Italian restaurant

Zino’s, at the corner of Bemis and 
Sumpter roads, is planning to become a 
sit-down, Italian restaurant and Sumpter 
Township is considering helping it with a 
Class C Liquor License. 

After discussion, the board tabled action 
until the Nov. 26 meeting when Zino’s 
attorney could be present. 

At the Sumpter Township Board’s Nov. 
12 meeting, township attorney Rob Young, 
who is going in for open-heart surgery 
soon, explained the procedure. 

He had expected the attorney for Zino’s 
to be present at the Nov. 12 meeting, but 
he did not show up. 

Young said Sumpter has had this liquor 
license for two census counts and this 
business is the only one to apply. 

Young said Zino’s has to pay $1,000 
to the state Liquor Control Commission 
to transfer the license, but there is no 
restriction on how long he has to keep it 
before he sells it to somebody else. 

Under state law the township can’t 
put restrictions on it, Young said. The 
decision on whether to grant it to Zino’s is 
completely up to the township board. 

Young said Zino’s attorney said they were 
planning to have two employees, 18 seats 
inside the building and two seats outside 
along Sumpter Road. 

Young said if the applicant was denied, 
he would have to go into the open market 
and purchase such a license. 

“T have not checked into what, if any, 
such licenses are available at this time,” 
Young wrote in a memo to the board. “I 
do know, however, that the price for such a 
license has increased over the past couple 
of years given the new developments and 
the strength of the economy.” 

Trustee Don LaPorte suggested they have 
Zino’s go to the planning commission to 
put a better front on the building. Young 
said Zino’s was in full compliance with 
ordinance rules. 

Jay Bardell asked about the liquor license 
Zino’s already has and Young said it was a 
cash and carry liquor license.

Court Watching 
Jaylin Crayton bound 


over after preliminary 


exam at 34" District Ct.

Jaylin Kasmier-Alante Crayton, 24, of 
Southfield, was bound over to Wayne 
County Circuit Court for a Nov. 13 
arraignment on the information after a Nov. 
6 preliminary exam before 34" District 
Court Judge Tina Brooks Green. 

Crayton is charged with possession 
of a weapon by a felon, possession 
of ammunition by a felon, carrying a 
concealed weapon, and two weapons 
charges. 

He is lodged in Wayne County Jail on 
a bond of $20,000/10% and has another 
felony warrant pending in Texas. 

Before the preliminary exam started, 
Crayton’s retained attorney Adam Clements 
stipulated to two prior convictions, one 
in Clinton County (weapons-firearms, 
receiving and concealing) and one in 
Oakland County (larceny from a motor 
vehicle), for the purposes of the exam only. 

The first witness called by the Assistant 
Wayne County Prosecutor Kiefer Cox 
was a man who worked for Great Lakes 
Security at the Trilogy Apartments at 11175 
Haggerty Rd. in Van Buren Township. 

He testified at about 2:30 a.m. on July 22 
he was concluding his last patrol when he 
observed a male by the fence at Lighthouse 
Point. He said he asked the man what was 
going on and he stated he walked over from 
Southport, another apartment complex a 
mile away. The guard testified the man said 
he had walked through people’s backyards 
in Haggerty subdivision. He testified the 


man said he had relatives in the apartments. 

The guard said the man, now identified 
as Crayton, asked the guard to drive him 
to Wayne Road, but the guard said no. He 
then asked the guard if he could plug in his 
phone to his vehicle to charge it up. The 
guard said it took about seven minutes for 
Crayton to charge up his phone enough to 
use and he made contact with somebody. 

The guard testified Crayton was anxious 
to get out of there and kept moving around 
and putting his hands in and out of his 
pockets. The guard said as Crayton was 
backing up, he saw a bulging firearm shape 
in the “12 o’clock position” behind a belt 
buckle at Crayton’s waist under his shirt. 

He testified Crayton walked toward the 
North I-94 Service Drive and the guard 
drove to another location and called Van 
Buren Police. 

The guard testified he told the dispatcher 
that Crayton was under the influence, had 
a weapon under his shirt, and had been 
walking through back yards and then 
jumped a fence. 

VBT Officers Chris Hayes and Michael 
Rini arrived in separate cars and the guard 
provided a description, he said. The guard 
said they found Crayton at a local gas 
station. Police asked the guard to file a 
report at the police station. 

Under cross examination by defense 
attorney Clements, the guard said he saw 
the “footprint” of a semi-automatic weapon 
behind Crayton’s belt buckle. 

The second witness was VBT Police 
Officer Rini who said he and Officer Hayes 
were dispatched, in separate vehicles, to 
the call of a man possibly armed with a 
handgun. Officer Rini said a man fitting the 
description was observed at the west side 
of Haggerty crossing to the BP gas station. 

Officer Rini testified that police stopped

the man and did a pat down and retrieved a 
handgun from the front of Crayton’s waist. 
Officer Rini said it was a small model 
Glock, semi-automatic with ammunition in 
the magazine but no round in the chamber. 

Officer Rini said Crayton said he did not 
have a license for a concealed weapon. He 
reported the man said he carried the firearm 
for personal protection. 

Defense attorney Clements showed a 
video of Crayton’s interaction with police, 
obviously taken by a young lady who 
was attempting to pick him up. Clements 
protested that the “Terry pat” which Rini 
testified was done to Crayton was not done. 
The video shows the front view of Officer 
Hayes just raising Crayton’s shirt to find 
the firearm. 

Officer Rini was shown the video. He 
was behind Officer Hayes and said he did 
not see the “Terry pat” from that location. 

Prosecutor Cox made a motion to bind 
Crayton over to circuit court to face the 
charges. Attorney Clements said you have 
to look at the totality of the circumstances 
and Crayton took 7-10 minutes to charge 
his phone and did not threaten the guard. 

“My problem is people have concealed 
weapons,” said Judge Green. “Why would 
you stop him?” 

She said lifting the shirt is not a “Terry 
pat”, but she conceded the gun would have 
been found eventually. 

“Was there probable cause to approach 
him at all?” Judge Green asked. 

Attorney Clements quoted the officers 
shown talking on the video, asking the 
guard how he could see the gun when 
they’re both officers and they didn’t see 
anything. 

Clements said this makes him think that 
police could stop him if he is just walking 
down the street with a bulge at his waist. 

There was a difference in what the 
prosecutor heard from police on the video, 
“We barely saw it,’ and what Clements 
said about them not seeing anything. 

Judge Green asked to see the video and 
the laptop was brought up to the benchand 
she watched it. 

“We barely see it and we’re officers,” is 
what was said, Judge Green noted. 

The defense attorney said that on the 
video Officer Hayes said Crayton was 
probably on his way to Inkster or Wayne 
to kill somebody. Clements said Crayton’s 
sister lives in the apartments and Crayton 
had been there before. He said the security 
guard lied when he said he’d never seen 
Crayton before. 

The prosecutor said the guard saw the 
imprint of the gun on Crayton’s shirt. 

Judge Green said there was enough 
probable cause to bind him over but she 
didn’t think it was a strong case. 

Judge Green at first amended the bond 
to personal bond, but then was persuaded 
by the defense attorney to leave the 
$20,000/10% bond in place because of the 
pending felony warrant from Texas. 

Micaiah Carlin Minor 

A probable cause conference was held 
before Judge Green by Micaiah Carlin 
Minor, 17, of Canton on a charge of 
second-degree murder in the death of Van 
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Buren Township resident John Robert 
McElreath, 64, on May 7 in an auto crash 
at the intersection of Belleville and Ecorse 
roads. 

It is alleged that Minor, an unlicensed 
driver, was driving southbound on 
Belleville Road at a high rate of speed, 
when he disregarded a red light at Ecorse, 
crossed over the double-yellow line and 
drove into northbound traffic, striking the 
victim in his car. McElreath died from his 
injuries in the crash. 

An independent competency hearing had 
been requested by the defense on Oct. 16 
and on Nov. 6 retained defense attorney 
David Cripps stipulated to his client’s 
competency to proceed. A preliminary 
exam was set for 9:05 a.m., Jan. 2, 2020 
before 34 District Court Judge Brian A. 
Oakley. 

Minor is free after posting bond of 
$50,000/10%. 

Attorney Cripps had been scheduled 
for the probable cause conference for his 
client at 10:30 a.m. on Nov. 6, but didn’t 
arrive until after noon. Waiting for his 
arrival was the defendant and his family, a 
representative from Wayne Detroit Mental 
Health, and an insurance attorney for a 
pending civil case. 

Heather Given Profitt 

Two charges against Heather Given 
Profitt, 41, of Belleville, were dismissed 
by Judge Green at the request of the 
prosecutor on Nov. 6. 

Profitt had been charged with identity 
theft and possession/sale of a stolen or 
counterfeit insurance certificate on Aug. 7 
in the City of Belleville. She was free on 
$10,000 personal bond.

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Rep. Joe Bellino says MCCA rate 
reduction shows great progress 


A rate reduction announced by the 
Michigan Catastrophic Claims Association 
shows recently approved fixes to the state’s 
broken car insurance system are working, 
said State Rep. Joe Bellino, R-Monroe. 

The Michigan Catastrophic Claims 
Association announced it will charge a 
$100 per vehicle assessment for the year- 
long period beginning July 2, 2020 —a 55% 
reduction and a direct result of reforms 
Bellino supported. 

The MCCA said the $100 per vehicle 
assessment -- the lowest rate since 2003 -- 
will be charged only to drivers choosing to 
maintain unlimited lifetime personal injury 


protection benefits in their car insurance 
policies. Drivers who choose lower 
coverage limits under Michigan’s revised 
no-fault insurance law will avoid the fee 
altogether. 

The current $220 fee is assessed on all 
insured vehicles. 

“We’re basically getting rid of an unfair 
tax on drivers and restoring sanity to 
Michigan’s car insurance system,” said 
Bellino. “This is great news for all drivers, 
but especially those on fixed incomes or 
fighting to make ends meet. It’s real reform 
that will save people money for their other 
priorities.”
